PEACE ASSURED 

Japan’s new premier Says: “There is no 
likelihood of war in Manchuria for several 
reasons.” He did enumerate them, 
which is unnecessary. The chief and suf- 
ficient reason is that there 18 no power 1n 
Manchuria strong enough to fight Japan. 
It takes two parties to make a war, and the 
party of the second part is not present In 
Manchuria. 

The only vestige of Chinese authority 
there is the so-called government at Chin- 
chow. Premier Inukai says the Japanese 
troops will be withdrawn to the southern 
railway zone if and when this “govern- 
ment” departs. Why not? Maintaining 
an army in a distant and inhospitable 
country is costly; and would be unnecess- 
ary if Chang Hsueh-Liang retreated into 
China, leaving the Manchurian affair set- 
tled according to Japan's ideas and plans.

NO WARRANT FOR DELAY 


If, as reported, the bye-election in 
Athabaska is to be postponed until spring, 
political expediency, and not the necessi- 
ties of the case, has dictated that decision. 
Talk about “the difficulties of winter com- 
munication’ is singularly unconvincing, 
even in a frontier constituency of vast ex- 
tent, at a time when there is scarcely 
enough snow on the ground to make 
sleivhing. 

(f the election is delayed unreasonably 
that will be because someone thinks his 
chance of getting elected may be better 
next spring than it is now. There could be 
no justification for depriving the people of 
that constituency of representation in the 
session of parliament that is scheduled to 
open nearly two months hence. The report 
that such is the intention must, in fairness 
to the Dominion Government, be discount- 
ed unless and until it is confirmed. 


NEARING THE LIMIT 


The finance department at Ottawa re- 
ports that on November 30th, the gi ld 
held in reserve there against the issue of 
paper money was more than the statute 
calls for. Canada is paying its public ob- 
ligations in New York in gold. Canadian 
purchases in the United State have slump- 
ed heavily, and Canadians are sending cor- 
respondingly little money there to pay for 
goods. Yet the Canadian dollar is accept- 
ed in New York at only eighty cents 

Quite clearly New York is not dealing 
with us on a gold basis, but on a racketeer- 
ing basis. The question is, how long will 
it be profitable for Canada to submit to 
that kind of treatment? Our dollar could 
hardly be more heavily discounted in New 
York if Canada went off the gold basis. 
And if that were done, Canadian pur- 
chases in the United States would slump 
still more while United States purchases in 
Canada would tend to multiply. 

There is a point where what would be 
lost in exchange through abandoning gold 
would be more than made up by the re- 
vival of export trade. With the Canadian 
dollar down to 80 cents in New York that 
point must have been about reached.

WHAT WILL CANADA PAY? 

London papers are now asking how 
much British coal Canada will accept in 
return for Canadian wheat, if the “quota” 
arrangement is adopted. Next they will 
be inquiring what market Britain may ex- 
pect in Canada for manufactured goods, 
in consideration of the preferred place 
Canada hopes to secure in the British 
wheat market, 

Britain is not proposing to give this 
and the other dominions a guaranteed 
share of its wheat trade for nothing. It 
does not have to do that, would be foolish 
if it did, and the dominions are not war- 
ranted in any such expectation, The quota 
will cost Britain something, since that will 


restrict its freedom to make favorable 
trade agreements with Argentina and 
other wheat growing countries, In return 


Britain will naturally and properly expect 
compensation, in the way of wider markets 
in the dominions for its products 

That is a phase of the trade question 
that Canadians should be thinking about, 
since parliament at the coming session will 
have to tell our Government how much it 
can offer Britain for the wheat quota, 
when the Imperial Conference meets next 
summer. To what extent is the “Canada 
first" policy to be modified for the benefit 
of the Canadian wheat grower? ‘The an- 
swer to that question will decide what 
comes of the proposed quota for Canadian 
wheat in Britain,

TWENTY-SEVEN HUNDRED 
MILLIONS! 

The United States is a peace-loving and 
peace-keeping country. Canada, its next 
door neighbor on the north, has amypie 
reason to know and appreciate that fact. 
For quite other reasons, Mexico, its neigh- 
bor on the south, can bear the same testi 
mony; for Mexico has not failed to provide 
the great republic with frequent and seri- 
ous provocation, at times serious enough 
to positively invite armed intervention in 
its affairs, 

It is the more remarkable on that ac- 
count to note that, out of 42 hundred mil- 
lions of dollars which the Government of 
the United States is spending this year, no 
less than 27 hundreds of millions are going 
to pay pensions and other claims arising 
out of past wars in which the United 
States has been engaged and to create and 
maintain armament on sea and land. 

The United States did not plot or pro- 
mote the wars for which it is paying. It 
was drawn into them against its will. 

That there is anything of militaristic 
ambitions or predatory purpose behind its 
outlay for armament is sheer nonsense. 
That the taxpayers of the country want to 
spend any such sum merely to keep the 
wheels going round in the munition fac- 
tories and the ship-yards cannot be sup- 
posed. ‘The expenditures under this head- 
ing represent the amount that is consid- 
ered to be necessary to adequately protect 
the rights and interests of the United 
States and its citizens at home and abroad 
in the present conditions of world senti- 
ment and world armament. 

That surely is strong enough proof 
that the nations are carrying an overload 
of naval and military safeguards. The 
more convincing because the United States, 
thanks to its position and its population, 
is situated to under-estimate rather than 
exaggerate its requirements in these re- 
spects. 

These staggering figures provide 
Washington with a sufficient reason sure- 
ly to take the active interest it is taking in 
promoting the limitation and reduction of 
armament by international agreement. 
They provide other countries with still 
stronger reasons for working to thfe same 
end. ‘Terrific as it is, the United States 
European countries
